WE LIVE in a world of thing* 
but very largely we think in a 
world of word*.

Or the child may 
have been rejected from school be­ 
cause his speech was not under- 
stateable. Often parents worry in 
good time before the beginning of 
school, and bring the child who is 
backward in language, being ap­ 
prehensive al>out the child's intel­ 
ligence, for intelligence sud abil­ 
ity in wording air synonymous to 
many. This, however, is not true. 
In the group of children who are 
poor talkers or late talkers, there 
• >e some of Door intelligence, but 


com; arati , cly few. Such a ca-e i* 
that of a boy of seven, rejected 
from the tim grade because he 
could not be understood, and could 
not tit into the group situation at 
school. He u.ed many words that 
only hi* mother could understand. 
A tareful te-t by non-lingiistic 
methods showed that his mental 
ag* wa. far below hie chronology 
cal age: in fact he was only a little 
mole than three years old. Such 
case* are, however, in the minor- 
ity and many children with low in­ 
telligence speak very well. 
One group of late and poor talk­ 
ers -onaists of children who have 
defective hearing. They have been 
a puzzle to their parents because 
they hear some sounds, and the 
fact that they are partially deaf 
has never been considered. They 
like to listen to the radio which is 
pinched so they can hear it. f a te ­ 
ful tests show the real defect. 


W ord Deaf Children 
Ai thcr and smaller group are 
those who are "word deaf.” They 
< ar sound-* hut cannot associate 
meanings with word*. They are 
good mechanics and understand 
machines. 
The largest group of children 
found in the*e tang .age clinics are 
those classified as having motor 
speech delaj. They have no physi­ 
cal or mental defects. Their intel­ 
ligence i- average or better and 
they hear and see well but their 
speech in backward. I have had one 
personal experience with such e 
child and since my experience has 
now extended to 30 years and the 
child is now a brilliant executive 
and temporarily an efficient offi­ 
cer in the army my idea would be 
tiiat those cases finally adjust. 
Some of the poor talkers suffer 
from mi#u«e of the voice, due to 
some expel ten'-e along th# line of 
development. For instance, it may 
follow tonsil removal when the 
child eubconsciously eplinte hi* 
eoft palate. In the -ame category 
are those who have not been 
trained after a cleft palate opera­ 
tion and tho.«e w ho talk poorly be­ 
cause of poor alignment of teeth.
